Thoro are evidences that ^tho Illinois 


Central .Railroad company iw about tat- 
ng steps to extend its lines to St. Paul. 
Its lease of the Sioux City road will soon 
expire, and as this lino has boen-paying 
for some years, its management will fall 
back on its original owners. 


Tliia situation leaves tho Central with- 


out any feeder? in the north and west; 
Bud as it has no direct lino between Du- 
traque and Chicago, the branch leading 
fromCentraha to the northwest will cot 
be especially productive. Hence it would 
appear that the officials are looking for 


furnish busi- 
their railroad 


system. It seems to bo tho general be- 
lief that the company expects ta con- 
struct a line from Chicago to Froeport; 
and surveyors are now engaged in rnn- 
mnrf a route from Froeport to St Paul 
by the way of Monroe find Madison. It 
is plain that this is for tho purpose of 
opening direct communication between 
Now Orleans and St. Paul, as the Central 
road would thus have a continuous line 
between the two cities. 


It is not quite so easily understood 


why tho company chooses such a route 
whou all the claims o£ business are con- 
sidered. It would seem as though the 
natural and profitable thing to do .would 
be if the company is to construct a line 
from Chicago to Freeport, to build a 
branch from some point on that lino 
through Eookford and Janet villa, and 
thence to Madiaou and St. Paul. To 
reach Madison from Froeuort it will bo 
necessary to make a detour of twenty 
rnilee, while tho snggeeted route would be 
natural «nd direct; 
And tho business 


which tl.is oity would tnrnifh tho com- 
pany would be greater than that of any 
other inland town in tbe state, with per- 
haps an exception or two. Janesville i* 
an exclusively business town, and the 
railroads which now center here got a 
larger revenue in proportion to their out- 
lay than at any other point in Wisconsin'

A Conveosatlon With an AHtroDomer 


Eon the Piunet <^nci«tlon.| 


"What about tho popular notion sc 


often promulgated in ibe newspaper 
that tbo position of planets produce 
atmospheric disturbances on the enrth 
and that in conscqnence cyclones 
tornadoes become more frequent ?" askei 
the reporter of a well known astronomer 


"That is a popular fancy," answered th 


astronomer, "not based npon aoy known 
scientific facts. Tho position Of pluneti 
can have no effect whatever on our at- 
mosphere. That bos been 
scientiffcall; 


demonstrated." 


"What about tho alleged volcano tha 


has 
recently been discovered in th 


moon?" 


"It is nothing else than a bright spol 


on tho moon," answered tho professor 
"and snob bright spots ore not of infre- 
quent occurrence. 
They are caused by 


certain positions of tho moon by which 
»particular spot becomes brighter to tho 
human spectator's eye than on other oc- 
casions. Just so it happens with bright 
objoofs on the earth, viewed at a distance, 
when the eun's rays fall at a particular 
angle upon them, Tho volcano theory 
finds no support from scientific astrono 
mers for very goDd reasons. It has been 
demonstrated beyond the 
shadow o{ 


a 
doubt 
that 
the 
moon 
has 


no water on its 
surface 
and 
no 


atmosphere surrounding it. 
Hence the 


entire mass of matter of which it is com- 
posed mutt bo so far cooled down that a 
TOlcanio eruption is impossible." 


"Is there anything^of special interest 


to note about the planets at present in 
view, Jupiter and Mars ?" 


"Nothing at all, excepting [that, ae I 


mentioned before, Mara crossed Jupitar 


tbont a week ago. Jupiter is~a very hot 
body, so much so that the best astrono- 
mers have taken the theory tbat it shines 
partly by its own light.' Tho fact of it is- 
that through the telescope wo never so0 


the real surface of the planet at all. 
1*< 


is crossed by two huge bands, probably 
caused by the-surrounding atmosphere.' 


"What about the planet Mars?" 
"The planet Mars is more nearly yike 


the earth than any other plonet ef the 
*ystcm. It is tho only planet the solid 
surface of which has been clearly estab- 
lished by observation. It has an atmos- 
phere, and the lines and sbodings [map- 
ped out on it are, it is correctly suppos- 
ed, like those of tho earth would be if 
viewed from tho seme planet. Hence 
the reasonable conjecture is mad a that i 
is inhabited like the earth, although this 
must, ol course, always remain a [conjee 
tare."
